| lLastudgive; old movie buffs were treated to the re- 
jrun of "No White Wash inthe White House >" filmed back 
jin '73 by producer-director-writer-actor Richard Nix- 
jon. This is oneofhis earliest and best films. While 
ihis level of humor may not be regarded with as much 
‘fespect as, say, Chaplin's and Lewis's, his st 

ability with the innuendo reaches peaks reminiscent 
jof Groucho Marx, The whole subject deals with corrup- 
(tion in politics, andwas ebviously (and surprisingly) 
ene with a low budget, as only one camera was used 
(which, to be fair, showed the mobility of a frozen 
fire hydrant) and the whole film shot in one take, 
with no attempt made at editing (Richard seems to have 
igone over his dialog so often that there are many au- 
idible slips in delivery--as happens in none of his 
later films), His timing was perfect--tapping his 
(fist on the microphone to emphasize a point, smiling 
nervously while ha talks about the Watergate (which 
won an Oscar for its film version--after a three year 
run on Broadway--in '82), His magnificent parody of 
every politician's speech included such hilarious 
ses as, "Two wrongs do not make a right," and,
